STREET  IMPROVEMENT  LAW. 


:«  t  is  now  six  months  since  the  completion 
of  the  McComb  Hip  of  tha  Township  of 
Bloomfield.  Tha^wat  only  preliminary  to 
other  more  important  steps  which  were  ex 
pected  to  follow,  and  which  it  was  presumed 
would  have  a  far  reaching  influence  upon 
the  future  of  our  town.  But  we  have  not 
learned  that  the  present  Township  Com¬ 
mittee,  upon  whom  it  devolves  to  go  for¬ 
ward  with  the  work,  have  done  anything 
in  carrying  out  the  designs  of  the  law. 

We  have  heard  many  inquiries  as  to  the 
probability  of  the  Committee  taking  any 
action  in  the  case.  Not  being  advised 
ourselves,  we  of  courve  could  give  no  in¬ 
formation.  We  have  indeed  expressed  the 
belief  that  something  would  soon  be  done, 
and  have  even  haaarded  the  opinion  that 
the  Committee  could  not  much  longer  de¬ 
lay  action  without  culpability.  They  may 
have  good  reasons  for  this  unexpected  de¬ 
lay,  but  it  seems  reasonable  that  tbe  public 
curiosity  and  anxiety  should  be  satisfied 
by  some  official  explanation;  and  we  re¬ 
spectfully  submit  that  the  Township  Com* 
mittee  owe  it  to  their  constituents  to  fur¬ 
nish  it  without  delay. 

What  has  become  of  the  $3,000  map 
which  the  tax-payers  have  paid  for  though 
very  tew  of  them  have  ever  seen  it  ?  Their 
examination  of  it  would  perhaps  be  deem¬ 
ed  of  little  consequence  if  they  were  real¬ 
izing  tbe  legitimate  fruits  of  the  expend!* 
tore  in  the  progress  which  the  law  contem¬ 
plated. 

The  desire  which  the  township  commit 
tee  evince  to  avoid  as  far  as  possible,  in¬ 
augurating  any  measures  which  would  in¬ 
volve  expense  and  increase  the  burdens  of 
the  peoplb,  we  can  well  appreciate  and 
commend.  But  it  has  been  supposed,  and 
indeed  suggested  by  one  of  the  wisest 
members  of  the  Committee,  that  much  im¬ 
portant  work  can  now  be  done  in  further¬ 
ing  the  purpose  of  the  law  and  the  inter- 
alts  of  the  town  without  entailing  any  im¬ 
mediate  or  considerable  expense. 

There  are  a  number  of  streets  that  it  Is 
welt  known  must  be  extended  be  lore  long. 
T'lere  are  others  that  should  be  widened; 
and  possibly  some  new  streets  will  be  de¬ 
sirable  and  necessary.  It  is  very  important 
that  these  improvements  should  be  desig¬ 
nated  by  authority  and  the  Hues  fixed  with 
as  little  delay  M  possible.  Other  valn&ble 
improvements,  dependent  on  these.  Would 
speedily  follow  and  a  healthful  impetus  be 
given  to  our  village  progress.  At  present, 
the  uncertainty  respecting  the  openings 
and  lines,  and  termini  of  streets,  is  a  liar  to 
improvement  and  weakens  confidence  in 
the  advancement  of  tbe  town,  and  discred¬ 
its  tbe  village. 

Our  Town  Committee  must  excuse  us  if 
we  aaj  that  their  neglect  in  forwarding  tbe 
measures  of  the  street  Improvement  law,  la 
liable  to  he  interpreted  to  their  discredit 
It  cannot  be  attributed  to  motives  of  econ¬ 
omy,  ior  it  is  not  easy  to  see  where  ex* 
pen  sc  would  be  incurred  except  for  the  ad¬ 
ditional  meetings  of  the  town  council  re¬ 
quired  for  its  consideration,  ft  is  oot 
neceiaaf y  for  us  to  suggest  other  possible 
motives,  U  the  Committee  have  conceiv¬ 
ed  that  intelligent  oitiwni  are  indifferent 
to  It  we  thtvk  they  are  mistaken.  We  are 
satisfied  that  tbe  extension  of  Beach  street 
across  the  Canal  to  Walnut  stmt,  of  Lib¬ 


erty  street  east  to  Willlxmroti  Avenue 
and  west  to  Ridgewood  Avenue ;  of 
Fremont  street  to  Bloomfield  Avenue,  and 
no  doubt  others,  an  not  matters  of  indif¬ 
ference  to  the  people  ot  Bloomfield,  and 
no  observing  me*  will  entertain  a  doubt  of 
It  being  done  sooner  or  later.  It  may  not 
be  need  fill  or  wise  to  push  its  connumma 
lion  at  once,  but  who  will  question  tbe 
great  advantage*  to  the  future  of  the  town 
to  have  these  obvious  wants  officially 
recognised  and  the  character  and  direction 
of  improvements  guided  by  tuck  official 
sanction.

uig.  You  don't  seem  to  have  market*  nor 
bakers,  nor  a  pot  lie*  ar nor  shoe  stores, 
ior  Liaruuej  factory/1  Citixtn  answered  : 
*•  Thank  yon  for  your  good  opinion  of  the 
Gaxxtts.  But  1  have  often  wondered  my 
oeiJ  that  every  Lriuioeas  carried ou  in  town 
doe*  not  secure  a  position  ip  it#  advertis¬ 
ing  columns.  There  are  two  or  three  mar¬ 
kets  in  the  village,  but  we  hare  not  seen 
them  In  the  Gaurr*  and  we  know  little 
about  them.  That  la  one  reason  why  most 
of  our  people  who  go  to  New  York  or 
Newark  hsve  got  into  the  habit  ot  doing 
their  marketing  in  the  city."

Just  beibro  us  standi  a  tree  of  immense 
site,  cleft  near  the  base,  la  slow  proces¬ 
sion  w#  ride  through  it,  having  ample 
room  for  horse  and  rider. 

Gladly  we  go  do  wn  the  mountain  aide, 
out  of  th#  region  of  storms,  down  into 
the  Sunny  valley  Mow  and  w#  are  all 
happy  aad  amiable  again  and  ready  for 
twenty  five  miles  on  horseback  the  next 
day,  to  the  Yo'tfemiU  Valley.
